victim 
u su ally is advised to have an 
operation when treatment with 
alkalis and diet fails to bring 
relief. The simpler regimen is al­ 
ways given a fair trial. Sometimes 
a period of hospitalization is re­ 
commended to make certain that 
instru ctions are being followed to 
the letter. Fu rther, this ‘‘isolation" 
removes the su fferer from ou tside 
environments that might be ag­ 
gravating the condition. 
Su rgery is su ggestea also when 
complications arise, the most im­ 
portant of which aie perforation, 
obstru ction, and hemorrhage. Per­ 
foration occu rs when the u lcer en­ 
larges to su ch an extent that it 
ru ptu res throu gh the wall and al-. 
lows stomach ju ices to leak into the 
peritoneal capity. This obviou sly is 
a painfu l and shocking experience 
becau se gastric acids bu rn the deli­ 
cate membranes that are not meant 
to be in contact with cau stic mater­ 
ial. 
In the presence of this calamity, 
there is no dou bt that something 
is amiss; the agony encou ntered by 
the victim is written on every line 
of his face. He lies motionless be­ 
cau se any movement increases pain. 
Ordinars breathing is tortu re lience 
the su lierer takes short inspira­ 
tions, giving the 
appearance 
of 
stru ggling for air. The abdomen is 
exqu isitely tender and the mu scles 
are held so tau t and rigid that they 
are hard as a board. Prostration and 
shock then ensu e. Su ch cases are 
su rgical emergencies becau se the 
opening mu st be closed as soon as 
possible. 


Obstru ction is less dramatic and 
requ ires longer to develop. When it 
occu rs, the u su al symptoms of u lcer 
are enhanced becau se the stomach 
is forced to overwork in order to 
force its contents throu gh the nar­ 
rowed, or occlu ded part. Vomiting 
eases distress as it offers an ou t­ 
let for the accu mu lated food and 
generally is located at the exit of 
the stomach where u lcers are prone 
to form. If swelling is responsible 
the condition may be temporary bu t 
if scarring is to blame, it can be 
rectified only by operation in which 
a new pathway is made so that 
food can by-pass the obstru cting 
part. 


Ulcers bleed when 
the 
crater 
erodes a blood vessel. If this hap­ 
pened on the skin, the flow cou ld 
be stopped easily bu t in the sto­ 
mach, where everything is moist, it 
is a different matter. Fu rthermore, 
a clot formed by coagu lation often 
is digested or breaks loose becau se 
of the chu rning movements of the 
ga.Mric {Kju ch. Coii.scqu cntly, a pint 
or more of blood may escape with­ 
ou t awareness of the fact. If oozing 
continu es, the stools tu rn black or 
the blood is regu rgitated; as more 
and more is lost the individu al be­ 
comes weak, dizzy, and faint. As a 
ru le, he breaks ou t into a cold 
sweat and complains of thirst and 
shortness of breath. 
Collapse comes on if the victim 
loses too mu ch blood. When the 
hemorrhage is massive, fainting may 
be the initial 
symptom. 
Trans­ 
fu sions are valu able in su ch cases. 
Operation is needed 
if 
bleeding 
cannot be stopped bu t in the ma­ 
jority of instances, it is controlla­ 
ble withou t resorting to this meas­ 
u re. On the other hand, if the u l­ 
cer victim goes throu gh three or 
more of these episixles. risking his 
life with each ventu re, su rgery be­ 
comes necessary.

Bricker Champions Negro? 
Ohio’s^ statu esqu e Senator John 
Bricker* has been posing as the 
great champion of the Negro by 
demanding tliat segregation be ou t­ 
lawed In all pu blic hou sing projects. 
Bu t what the pu blic didn’t realize 
is that Bricker toned down his own 
anti - segregation amendment, the 
minu te it conflicted with the real 
estate lobby 


Bricker’s original anti-segregation 
amendment wou ld have cu t ofT fed­ 
eral fu nds, inclu ding FHA loiin.s, 
for any segregated lu m.sing project. 
Bu t when the real estate boys saw 
this, they realized Bricker wou ld cu t 
off one of their most lu crative 
sou rces of money- loan.s from tlie 
Federal Hoaslng Administration. So 
they hotfooted it to Bricker’s office 
and had tiim change his amend­ 
ment so that it abolished .segre­ 
gation for pu blic hou sing, bu t not 
PHA-financed hou sing.

Maimedy Trial 
Only one important commiitee 
hearing at this .session of ConRres.s 
ha.s lK» en chairmanned by a Repu b­ 
lican—Senator Baldwin of Connec­ 
ticu t w’ho presides over the Mal­ 
medy trial investigation. Baldwin is 
one of the ablest and most fair- 
minded members of the Senate, bu t 
there is an interesting backstage 
story beliind his appointment. 
It resu lts from the fact that 
Maryland's dapper Senator Tydings 
wanted to eu chre the probe of the 
Army’s cou rt-martial away from his 
Democratic colleagu e from North

changed his mind after learning 
of Hoey’s Intere.st.

WASHINGTON. April 26.—Presi- 
dent Tru man and Secretary of De­ 
fense Johnson have ju st made a de­ 
cision so fatefu l for the fu tu re safe­ 
ty of the American people that 
only the fu llest debate can insu re 
policies that will help prevent a 
disaster to those American cities 
which may someday become the 
victims of atomic bombing. 
It is conceded here, for instance, 
that Ru ssia will have the atomic 
bomb within a few years—possibly 
as early as 19 52. 
It is conceded also that no ade­ 
qu ate defense has been perfected 
and that some of the bombs trans­ 
ported by long-range planes will get 
throu gh to their targets in the 
United States. 
Reliance on only one mode of 
attack—-a 70-grou p air force—and 
the su rprising elimination of offense 
and defense by air from large naval 
carriers capable of carrying the 
atomic bomb means thjit the Presi­ 
dent and hi.s Secretary of Defense 
are willing to risk the lo.s.s of Ameri­ 
can cities and are u nw*illing to u se 
any and every means of striking at 
enemy bases from which long-range 
bombers can take off. 
Strategic Bombing Ou tmoded 
The simple tru th is that in the 
next war it will be of little avail 
to u .se .strait'gic bombing Ju st to 
destroy the enemy’s factories. 
It 
will be more important to destroy 
the enemy’s stockpile. No cou ntry, 
however, is going to arrange its 
preciou s bombs in a neat little pile 
for any strategic air force to de­ 
molish bu t will disperse the bombs 
and the ba.ses as well as the fact­ 
ories. 
Any notion, therefore, that by 
striking 
enemy factories a war 
can be won in 30 or 60 days is u n­ 
tenable. 
A sensational book entitled “Mu st 
We 
Hide?’’, 
which 
ou tlines 
the 
military aspects of the atomic bomb, 
has ju st been pu blished (Addison- 
We.sley Pre.ss, Cambridge. Ma.ss.i. It 
W'iu s written by Dr. R. E. Lapp, a 
nu clear physicist who has worked 
on the atomic-bomb project from 
its earliest days. In the preface to 
his book, he says he is not divu lging 
any .secret information bu t is merely 
telling .some simpi** tru ths which 
anyone can derive for himself from 
what has been already revealed. 
Dr. Lapp says it wou ld be a mis­ 
take to rely only on one air force. 
He decrle.s tin* trend in Congre.ss 
to rely solely on strategic bombing, 
which is the primary mission of the 
air forces. He write.s: 
“A iKnverfu l strategic air force 
armed with iiiomic laimbs may de­ 
liver a seru ms blow Ui enemy pro­ 
du ction facilities and manpower re­ 
sou rces, blit it i.? less capable of 
striking at the force-in-belng of 
enemy bombers and a-bombs which 
have been accu mu lated prior to the 
ou tbreak of hostilities. 
“It will be of small con.solation to 
the atom-bombed peo|ile of Phil­ 
adelphia to learn that ou r .strategic 
air force has obliterated Moscow. Or 
imagine how fru strated air power 
cou ld be if Ru ssia pu shed throu gh 
Germany, overran the low cou ntries 
and 
took 
FYanee. Wou ld atomic 
bomlxs stop su ch a pu sh? Tills 


wou ld be tantamou nt to asking If 
the A-bomb cou ld be u sed as an 
effective tactical weapon against 
land armies. . . 
“It w*ill be well for Americans to 
stop thinking that atomic bombs 
and high-speed bombers are ail that 
we need. How, for example, wou ld 
these prevent a westward pu sh from 
the Baltic to the English channel? 
Wou ld even a very large nu mber of 
A-bombs prove an effective deter­ 
rent to su ch a pu sh? The au thor's 
personal belief is that it wou ld not,” 
Urges Secrecy On A-Bomto 
Dr. Lapp insists that 
the exact 
nu mber of A-bombs America poss­ 
esses shou ld 
always remain top 
secret bu t "to orient the thmking 
of the average person with regard 
to the nu mbers of A-bombs whic’a 
may be available at some time in 
the fu tu re, we note from Dr. C^pen- 
heimer's testimony before a U. 3, 
Senate committee that it wou ld be 
passible to accu mu late IjDOO bombi 
within tw'o years provided an all- 
ou t effort were made.” 
Dr. Lapp feels that money shou ld 
be spent for proper intelligence and 
for every available means of sink­ 
ing at military installations. Th« 
enemy cou ld qu ickly take over Ber­ 
lin or Pari.s or other big cities con­ 
fident 
that 
America 
wou ld 
not 
wa.ste 
bombs merely 
to destroy 
civilians, inclu ding her own nation­ 
als and those of allied cou ntries. 
“Are we going to depend.” h t 
asks, “u pon the A-bombs alone and, 
if so, will they be u sed indiscrimin­ 
ately? There is no dou bt that the 
A-bomb is an effective weapon bu t 
it is not a decisive weapon. It will 
be tragic for Americans to discover 
this tru th too late.” 
The navy, which has led the world 
in airplane attack from flat-tops, 
has sou ght a chance to develop 
a 
su per-carrier. It take.s five year? to 
bu ild su ch a carrier and to work 
ou t plans for anti-su bmarine attack 
and plans for protection of troops 
that are to land to secu re bases. 
Refuse To Comply with 
Co ng rru 
Mr. Tru man and Mr. Johnson re­ 
fu se to comply with the wl.vhe* of 
Congress, w*hich has twice approved 
the carrier program and its ex­ 
periments. It Is Incredible that tech­ 
nological advance in new weapons 
of warfare shou ld be stopped in the 
face 
of 
overwhelming 
technical 
evidence of its potentiality. 
The ls.su e 
Is one of national 
safety. Congre.s.« i, as the inAtitu tion 
which alone can protect the Ameri­ 
can 
people 
by 
providing 
every 
mean.s poftsible to intercept atomir- 
bomb attack, will have to deticle 
whether Mr. Tru man and Mr. John­ 
son have been stampeded into 
a 
wrong decision b.v certain advocates 
of strategic bombing w*ho look u pon 
naval aviation as merely a rival 
America needs both types of « vla- 
tion. Even too mu ch now may nc^ 
be enou gh later in an atomic war. 
Since the fu nd* already have been 
au thorized and the Navy i* willing 
to forgo other parts of its program 
to perfect carrier aviation, it ia hard 
to u nderstand why the administra­ 
tion has taken .su ch a .short.sigh ted 
view of the defense problems of 
the United State*.
